Heart Of U.S. 
- Crusade Ready 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sep- 
tember 3, 1967—An evange- 
listic Crusade designed to 
“penetrate the entire area of 
mid-America with the Chris- 
tian message” is set for Sep- 
tember 8-17 here in Municipal 
Stadium. 

Billy Graham launches his° 
Heart of America Crusade — 
his only Crusade in the Unit- 
ed States this year—in the Ke 
000-sédt sports stadium after 
five years of planning for the 
meeting. 

Graham arrives in Kansas 
City Tuesday (Sept. 5) after 
speaking to more than 30,000 
people Sunday afternoon 
(Sept. 3) at the Canadian Na- 
tional Exposition in Toronto. 
The afternoon rally was part 
of Expo 67 and’ was planned 
by leading Canadian church 
laymen. 

Communities and churches 
for a radius of 75 miles 
around this -capital of the 
Midwest are participating in 
the final “countdown” of 
preparation. 

More than 6,000 prayer 
groups have been meeting 
‘since the special prayer ef- 
fort began August 14. It is 
estimated by Crusade offi- 


cials that more than 30,000 
People are regularly attend- 
ing the prayer meetings. 
ing te Prayer meetings. 
More thar a half million 
people in greater Kansas City 
alone have been given a per- 
sonal invitation to attend the 
Cryusade.in a mass visitation 
program that...concluded to- 
day. It is thought to be the 


largest effort of its kind ever 


held here for any purpose, 
and took a volunteer army of 
more than 10,000 workers to 
ring doorbells. . 

Already more than 7,000 
people have attended five 
weeks of counselor classes to 
qualify for counseling those 
who are inquirers at the Cru- 
sade services. About 1,000 of 
these were teenagers. 

The $204,000 budget is being 
spent to turn the home of the 
AFL champion Chiefs and the 
Kansas City Athletics into a 
cathedral for worship for ten 
days.

Monday Holiday Bill 


WASHINGTON (BP) — A 
Senate Judiciary Subcommit- 
tee has held hearings on a 
proposal to provide for the 
observance of five national 
holidays on Mondays. On the 
opening day of hearings only 
one voice was raised in op- 
position while many spoke in 
favor of the measure. 

A representative of the 
Lord’s Day Alliance of the 
United Spates, Marion G. 
Bradwell, said his organiza- 
tion is opposed to the pro- 
poséd legislation because of 
“its effect upon the Christian 


so indicated that the Monday 
holiday bill ‘offered a possi- 
bility of losing sight of the 
great meaning of these na- 
tional and patriotic days” and. 
might also be responsible for 
an increase in highway deaths 
over the long weekends. 
Spokesmen for both the 
Senate and House Judiciary 
Committees said no other re- 
ligious group had asked to 
present testimony. The House 
subcommittee has weheduled™ 
hearings for August 16,17. 
The bill in the Senate, in- 
troduced by Sen. George A. 
Smathers (D.,Fla.)}, would 
change the observance dates 
of five major national holi- 
days so they will regularly 
fall on Mondays, thus creat- 
ing five additional three-day 
holiday weekends. 
Specifically, the bill would 
change the celebration of Me- 
morial Day from May 30 to 
the last Monday in May; In- 
dependence Day from July 4 
to the first Monday in July; 
Veterans Day from November 
11 to the ‘last Monday in Oc-

from the fourth Thursday in

November 4o the fourth Mon- 
day in November. 

Also, Washington’s birth- 
day would be changed to 
President’s Day to honor all 
the presidents and would be 
observed on the third Monday 
in February rather than Feb- 
ruary 22. 

The bill, of course, would 
not affect Christmas, New 
Year’s or other national or 
state holidays.

_.. {Continued from Page 1) 
the use of ‘mind expanding 
drugs’. Often these reports 
are made in such a manner 
as to appear to give a hall- 
mark of sanction to drug use 
by seemingly intelligent and 
creative people. 

“While this notoriety may 
alert the public to the dan- 
gers of drug abuse, we feel 
that sometimes such may at- 
tract unstable adolescents and 
early adults who are looking 
for ‘kicks’ and who want to 
find some rationalization for 
their indulgence. 

“Therefore we are voicing 
our concern and declaring our 


sonality, created in the image 
of God, with the human body 
to be the vehicle of glorifying 
God, must not be taken light- 
ly by Christian people. The so- 
cial consequences of drug use 
in broken health, immorality, 
crime, blighted careers, must 
be considered. The economic 
toll mounts in losses to illegal 


drug traffic, tax costs in law 
enforcement, control and re- 
habilitation, and the human 
energy waste in loss of man 
hours in industry and busi- 
ness. :

there is agreement. But divide we must when differ- 
ence requires it, notwithstanding pronouncements by 


some theological intelligentsia and their students to” 


the contrary. : : 

Some seminary and college professors betray our 
Baptist fathers by emphasizing, encouraging and ad- 
monishing ecumenical involvement while de-emphasiz- 
ing, even by ridicule, our Baptist heritage. 


Let us magnify points of agreement among Chris- 


tians, be very thankful to God for them, and pray 
earnestly for a continuous growth in nearness to a real 
union. Let us joyously walk together as far as we can 
agree... . 

To get along peaceably is to divide wherever the 
differences require it. If we attempt to walk together 
where we do not agree, we will lose what little fellow- 
ship we have. 

There is only one rule for us all, and those who de- 


part from it are responsible for themselves; and those 
who fellowship the error, of others by association, pa- 
tronage, or any other way, become partakers with 
them in the transgression. i 

A union with pedobaptists in ecumenical evangel- 
ism and-or missions is union in pedobaptism. They not 
only carry that doctrine with them, but they carry it 
out. P 

Let us walk together in social, civil, moral, polit- 
ical, and also in religious matters, as far as agreed. 
We adhere strictly to this rule in all other matters, 
why not religion? We withdraw social, civil, political, 
and moral fellowship from those of the contrary part. 
This is right. But how much more so in religion? If 
we can't compromise the lesser matters, how can we 
compromise the greater? 

Paul says in Rom. 16:17 ‘‘now we beseech you, 
brethren, mark them which cause divisions and of- 
fenses contrary to the doctrine which ye have learned; 
and avoid them.” 

Difference on somé doctrines should be tolerated, 
but there are vital doctrines that to err on is fatal. Such 
as inspiration of the Scriptures, the Deity of Christ, 
personality of the Holy Spirit, the necessity of repent- 
ance and faith, salvation by grace, the resurrection, 
the New Testament church and her _initiatory 
rite ‘‘baptism.” Doctrines contrary to these should 
cause immediate separation. 

Lest this should look like an apology, let us say 
that we should aim at the unity Christ prayed for in 
John 17:6, 11, 22; and for which Paul prayed in I Cor. 
1:10. 

Christ did not pray that His disciples might be 
united, but that they might be one. He made Jew and 
Gentile one — of the twain one new man — reconciling 
both to God in one body on the cross, and by one Spirit, 
they both have access to the one God, through the one 
Lord Jesus Christ. It is not said of the Trinity that the 
three are united, but that they are one.

Can A Saved Person Be Lost? 


The Biblical concept of gal- 


vation includes the beginnirtg 
(regeneration), growth in 
grace (sanctification), and 
the final resurrection of the 
body (glorification). Obvious- 
ly, such a concept of salva- 
tion includes everything from 
beginning to end; and, there- 
fore, the word “salvation” 
could never bé used to de- 
scribe the condition of a per- 
son who made a superficial 
profession of faith, or who 
“put his hand to the plow and 
looked back."’ If a person is 
not truly regenerated, or does 
not bear fruit as a Christian, 
or does not demonstrate 
Christian growth — he is sim- 
ply not saved, according to 
the scriptures. 


Never, anywhere in the Bi- 
ble, is it said that a per- 
son can be saved and then 
lost. Of course, in the Biblical 
view of salvation such an idea 
would be a flat contradiction 
in terms because, if salvation 
could be lost, it would cer- 
tainly not involve the final 
victory of faith and the resur- 
rection from the dead which 
Biblical salvation includes. 
On the other hand, it is plain- 
ly taught in the Bible that 
some may ‘believe for a 
while, and in time of tempta- 
tion fall away” (Luke 8:13). 
In other words, there is such 
a thing as a temporary faith 
which is not a saving faith. It 
does not endure in the time 
of temptation; it does hot 
bring forth fruit with patience 
(Luke 8:11-15). Although 
there is such a thing as temp- 
orary faith there is no such 
thing as ‘temporary salva- 
tion.’’ Salvation involves 
eternal life; and, therefore, 
by its very nature it cannot 
be merely temporary. 


How then are we to de- 
scribe those people who pro- 
fess faith in Christ, who are 
baptized, who may be active 
in the church for many years 
—and theri repudiate by words 
or deeds everything the Chris- 
tian life stands for? Were they 
saved and then lost? To use 
such language would make 
nonsense of the whole Biblical 

' teaching, and it is obvious 
that the Bible never uses it. 
Rather, as John says of such 
people: ‘They went out from

tinued with us: but they went 
out, that they might be made 


manifest that they were not 
all of us;’ (I John 2:19). 

Incidentally, most of those 
denominations which teach 
that a person can be saved 
and then’ be lost also teach 
that those people who have 
“fallen away” from salvation 
can be saved again! In other 
words, it can be an “in and 
out again’’ sequence of being 
saved and being lost which 
has been described as a ‘‘yo- 
yo"’ Ccoficept of salvation. It 
would be hard to imagine a 
more outrageous caricature 
of the biblical teaching. One 
thing is absolutely certain— 
according to the Bible, when 
@ person has once been en- 
lightened, and tasted the 
heavenly gift, and become a 
partaker of the Holy Spirit, 
and tasted the goodness of the 
word of God and the powers 
of the age to come, and 
“then commits apostasy’? — 
(Heb. 6:6 RSV) he is utterly 
and eternally lost. He has 
“crucified the Son of God’’ on 
his own account and held 
“him up to contempt” (Heb. 
6:4-6RSV). He has really 
committed the unpardonable 
sin, which cannot be given in 
this world or in the world to 
come! 

Such is the biblical teaching 
about being saved and being 
lost, and it all adds up to one 
sobering conclusion: when a 
person takes up his cross to 
follow Jesus, he had better 
mean business. There literal- 
ly cannot be any “looking 
back.” To toy with the idea of 
following Jesus and treat 
lightly his demand for faith- 
ful discipleship is to court 
spiritual disaster—and eternal 
condemnation.

What's Happening 
Education Commission, SBC 
How do you get a board of 
trustees that will provide lead- 
ership for a college or uni- 


versity? Priority attention 
should be given to seven 
areas: 


1. Selection of Outstanding 
Board Members — Colleges 
and universities are, and ab- 
solutely have to be, engaged 
in a continuous talent search 
for men and women with the 
ability, interest, resources, 
and desire necessary to lead 
out in strengthening the in- 
stitution’s educational pro- 
gram. 


2. Organization of the Board 
— The board’s main work 
should be carried on by com- 
mittees or else the full board 
meetings will be interminable. 


4. Leadership of Individual 
Trustees — Not only should 
each trustee be given at least 
one major committee, but he 
also should be given some 
specific assignments during 
the year. 


5. Relations between the 
Board and those groups which 
vitally and intimately affect 
the life of the college should 
constantly be spelled out. 


6. Orientation of Board Mem- 
bers — Too often new mem- 
bers come on the board with 
little explanation of what 
they are to do or how the col, 
lege is organized or. what the’ 
college's role is. 


7. Continued Education of 
the Board in its role and re- 
sponsibility is important 
through communications by 
the president, by minutes of 
the executive committee, by 
job descriptions of board 
members and key adminis- 
trators, and by publications 
about and by the college.

Colleges should reexamine 
the role of their boards. The 
comfortable cliches of the 
past no longer are sufficient. 


A board of trustees exists 
not just to countersign checks, 
not just to put its endorse- 
ment on multi-copy applica- 
tions for . . . assistance, not 
just to select a president and 
sit back and hope for his suc- 
cess, and not just to act as a 
middleman between the col- 
lege and society. 


The business of the board is 
leadership. The sole criterion 
by which a new trustee is se- 
lected should be his potential - 
for leadership in strengthen- 
ing and building the college. 
A board of trustees should 
provide leadership in at least 
four areas: 


1, Selecting and supporting 
an effective, able president. 

2. Seeing that planning is 
being carried on for the col- 
lege’s future. : 


3. Reviewing and setting 
policy to maintain and build 
a sound educational program. 


4. Obtaining- the necessary 
financial resources and facili- 
ties for the undergirding of 
the educational program.

Raised By HMB

limits and the availability of 
$3 million for new loans was 


announced here by the divi- . 


sion of cHurch loans of the 
Home Mission Board. 

The agency presently has 
more than $18 million of loans 
in force, and has played a 
significant role in the recent 
national expansion of the 
Southern Baptist Convention 
through the establishment and 
financing of new churches. 

This expansion in the past 


- 20 years has seen churches: 


established in every state. 

Loans on sites for churches 
were raised from $15,000 to 
$30,000;and the total loans on 
land and-or buildings were 
raised from $50,000 to $75,000. 

Robert Kilgore of Atlanta, 
director of the board’s loans 
division, indicated a life in- 
surance firm in Dallas, has 
made available the $3 million 
for church financing. 


. He’ ‘said the loans division 


would place funds in escrow 
as~a giiarantee against any 
losses the insurance company 
might possibly have. These 


guarantee funds will be<-10 - 


per cent of the amount loaned. 
In addition, Kilgore said the 
division will procegs the 
loans. 

According to Kilgore, the 
rising costs of buildings and 
sites had necessitated the in- 
crease in loan limits, plus the 
fact that most-new. churches 
are being started in urban 
areas where site costs are ex- 
ceptionally high. 

“Not much land can be 
bought in an urban area for 
$15,000,"" he said. 

The new limits will be ef- 
fective immediately, and Kil- 
gore expects a heavy demand 
on his office for the new loan 
funds. 

“We will take them on a 
first - come, first - served 
basis,” he said, ‘‘and we hope

PREACHING BEFORE HE 
ROYAL COURT ; 


The hearing arranged by 
Festus was not a trial (see 
verses 1-23). The purpose in 
part was an entertainment of 
Agrippa and Bernice. Also, 
Festus was trying to find an 
excuse for sending Paul to 
Rome. The scene is one of in- 
triguing interest: Paul, per- 
haps approaching sixty years 
of age, small of stature, with 
many scars from stones and 
stripes, stood fearlessly be- 
fore the pompous court to 
make his defense. 

Though Agrippa was only a 
puppet king and corrupt to the 
core, Paul addressed him 
with discreet diplomacy. Paul 
recounted the facts pertaining 
to his pre-Christian life—his 
Jewish heritage, his rahid zeal 
in the religion of Judaism, 
and his relentless and brutal 
persecution. of the Christians 
before his conversion. Then 
Paul reported his Damascus 
road experience. There he 
met Jesus alive, risen from 
the dead; he accepted Jesus 
as the Messiah of Israel; he 
became a new man in Christ; 
he received his commission: to 
be a messenger of God's sal- 


preme proof of the reality of 
Jesus’ resurrection. Paul add- 
ed, “I was not diso lent 
unto the heavenly vision!’ He 
had gone throughout the Gen- 
tile world, calling ‘upon men 
to repent in assurance 
God’s forgiveness. Paul was 
even then proclaiming to 
Agrippa and Festus the word 
of salvation, based on the 
death and resurrection of 
Jesus Christ.

Christ means fe us to share 
our faith. — The apostle Paul 
felt this from the time of his 
conversion on the Damascus 
road. He could say years lat- 
er, ‘I was not disobedient”’ to 
that impression. We do not 
have to stop every person on 
the street and ask, ‘‘Are you 
a Christian?’’ But we can go 
to a next-door neighbor and 
cultivate acquaintance and 
share something of our faith 


in Christ. We are not Pot 


ed to shout the message of 
the gospel in an airplane, but 
we can talk tothe person next 
to us with sincere friendliness 
and pray that God will open 
the way for an opportunity to 
share the deep things of Chris- 
tian faith. If there is genuine 
sincerity and genuine compas- 
sion on the part of a, Chris- 
tian, God may use his testi- 
mony for salvation. 

There is deadly danger in 
evading the call of God.—A 
lost person gambles with his 
eternal destiny by evading 
God's call to repentance. A 
Christian plays with eternal 
values by evading a call to 
spiritual duty or a warning 
about moral shortcoming. Re- 
sisting the Holy Spirit or 
grieving the Holy Spirit by in- 
difference, hardness of heart, 
disobedience, or distrust is a 
dangerous course to follow.

As he had ordered the 
church in Galatia, so now he 
is ordering Corinth to cooper- 
ate with other churches in this 
offering. He feels so strong 
about this offering that he 
makes it an imperative man- 
date. 

Paul also spoke concerning 
the way he wanted the church 
to collect the money. He want- 
ed all the Christians to have a 
part in bringing this systemat- 
ically, saving it like a treas- 
ure.

The Logical Proof Of God 


F Col. 1:14-18

Sométime ago a newspaper carried a letter to the editor 
written by a young university student. It was about the 
“God is Dead" theology which we have heard so much about 
in recent years. The student said, ‘‘No, God 
is not dead. He is simply obsolete. For with 
the marveis of science we do not need God 
“anymore.” Perhaps the ones most confronted 
and confused with this subject are the stu- 
dents fresh from the science class. 

Young people who are caught in the mid- 
dle want and crave scientific proof concern- 
ing God. The young person may ask, ‘‘Is 
there really a God?" It is perfectly natural 

F for intelligent young people to ask questions 
concerning long accepted concepts. This is an age that doesn't 
accept all it hears. When youth are told, “Yes, there is a 
God."’ ‘Yes, but how do you know?’ persists youth of today. 
Modern youth want logical proof of God. There are logical 
proofs of God in His universe. We have been on the defensixe 
too long in our Biblical beliefs. We should take the offensive 
Let us note three facts from the Biblical text. 

1. GOD CREATED THE UNIVERSE. When the atheists 
and his kindred are asked to explain the universe they will 
usually answer, ‘the creatiun is just the result of a cosmic 
accident.’ He is shut-mouthed when asked, ‘‘where came the 
materials for an explosion?” Of course, one knows that ex- 
plosions and accidents will produce changes in already exist- 
ing materials. This is not creation, but rather a change of 
materials. We can go further by saying that accidents and 
explosions have never created a synchronizing system or even 
a simple machine. There isn’t one instance to show that a 
synchronizing system or machine has ever been accidentally 
produced or sustained by such. On the other hand, we have 
thousands of examples to show that every synchronizing sys- 
tem or machine has always had a ‘‘maker” behind the sys- 
tem. The universe is precisely a synchronizing systern. Cal- 
endars can be made thousands of years in advance with 
predictions to the split second when there will be a full moon 
or when. the sun, will rise or set. Design is everywhere in the 
universe. This requires intelligence and God is the intelligence 
and Creator of the universe. The poet said, ‘‘Earth is crammed 


full of heaven and every common bush is aflame with the 


glory of God." 

Il, GOD COORDINATES THE CREATION. The earth 
moves on its orbit around the sun, a distance of 558 million 
- miles a year. Its speed on the annual trip is about 63,000 
miles per hour. In this journey of such tremendous speed 
accuracy is an absolute essential to avoid scrambling sea- 
sons, agriculture and man! If God were dead, then there 
would be no coordination of the universe and a gigantic col- 
lision would result.

Il. GOD COMMUNICATES TO HIS CREATION. God 
made man in His image and God’s love has gone out to 
man.

NEW YORK (RNS)—Dele- 
gates to the Lutheran Church- 
Missouri S ynod Convention 
here overwhelmingly ap- 
proved a statement which 
pointed the way to closer 
relations with other church 
bodies. 

Entitled the 
Fellowship,” 


“Theology of 
the . statement 
condemned “unionism” and 
“separatism” as twin dan- 
gers, and offered guidelines 
for Missouri Synod congrega- 
tions to follow. in avoiding 
them. Eleven years in prepa- 
ration, the statement had 
been opposed by some con- 
servatives. ; 

“Unionism ignores genuine 
differences in doctrine, and 
treats them as though they 
were unimportant,” the state- 
ment said. “It tends to fos- 
ter laxity in doctrine, which, 
like the little leaven, will. in 
time leaven the whole lump. 

“On the other hand, sep- 
aratism, as St. Augustine 
clearly stated, sins against 
love and divides the church, 
just as surely as unionism 
undermines it, The church 
must, therefore, for its own 
safety, shun both unionism
